The 
Committee has engaged the ser­ 
vices of an engineering firm to 
conduct a survey and prepare a 
report on the feasibility of this 
power to the U. P. area.

Forest Fires In 
U.P. Reduced 


LANSING — Forest and grass 
fire losses were held to 6,267 acres 
in Michigan during 1962, a m ark­ 
ed improvement over last year’s 
toll of more than 8,000 acres, the 
Conservation Departm ent reports. 
Milton M. Bergman, in charge 
of the Departm ent’s fire control 
section, credits the big drop to “an 
intensive 
fire 
prevention cam ­ 
paign” publicized by the press, ra­ 
dio, and television, and efforts of 
thosuands of landowners and out­ 
door recreationists wrho put “fire 
safety first.” 
“This year’s record show’s what 
can be done w^hen people give a

Bergman

W ith more recreationists

than ever before and rainfall un­ 
usually light, the 1962 loses might 
well have shot over last year’s 
m ark, he explains.

ASWAN, Egypt (AP) — The 
morning alarm clock in Aswan is 
the roar of 5,000 pounds of dyna­ 
mite. 
At 6 a.m. each day some 16,- 
000 tons of granite erupts, moving 
that much closer to reality the

Aswan 
Dam — Egypt’s 
dream and 
the Soviet Union’s 
largest foreign aid venture. 
“We are right on schedule,” 
says Osman Ahmed Osman, con­ 
tractor who is a key man in the 
project which may largely decide 
Egypt’s place in the 20th century 
and President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser’s role in history. 
Nasser sees the dam as the 
crowning symbol of his socialist 
revolution. 
To back Nasser the Russians 
have lent $200 million and pledged 
as much again.

followed 
U.S. refusal to finance the dam. 
The well-being of Egypt's im­ 
poverished 
millions 
could

depend on the outcome. The dam 
is Egypt’s chance to ease the re­ 


lentless pressure of an exploding 
population — 27 million people, a 
total which will be doubled in 25 
years. 
The dam will give Egypt vast 
electric power plus almost a mil­ 
lion acres of new farmland. Much

Highest Spot 
In State Shifts 


LANSING — Baraga 
County 


I still boasts the 
highest 
known 
point above sea level in Michigan, 
but it’s not the same spot that 
Conservation 
Department geolo­ 
gists had believed was “tops.** 
The state’s newly-established 
1 leader of lofty places is located 
f about IO miles southeast of L’Anse 
and three and one-half miles south 
of the Departm ent’s Arvon fire 
tower, according to a recent re- j 
port from the U. S. Geological 
Survey. 
Previously shown on the map . 
as 1.978 feet above sea level, the 
unnam ed point is now 
credited 
with an elevation of 1.980 feet as 
as result of field studies made by 


the federal agency last year. 
It replaces another 
unnamed 
site in Baraga county as Michi­ 
gan’s highest recorded land mark. 
T hat point, about three and one- 
half miles east of the Arvon fire 
tower, has been shown to be I,* 
980 feet above sea level on topo­ 
graphic maps of the U. S. Geolo­ 
gical Survey. However, a check by 
federal geologists in 1961 revealel 
its elevation is 1.975 feet. 
Ranking behind these two points 
among the state’s known top spots 
in elevation 
are: Summit Peak, 
1.958 feet; Government Peak, 1,- 
850 feet: and Porcupine Peak, 1,- 
800 feet plus. All three are locat­ 
ed in Porcupine Mountains State 
Park, Ontonagon County.

EAST LANSING — Michigan’s 
1963 job outlook is good says Dr. 
Roger L. Bowlby, asistant profes­ 
sor of economics at Michigan State 
University. Michigan is no long­ 
er a problem state in term s of J 
unem ploym ent, he says. 
Michigan 
unem ploym ent 
has j 
been steadily dropping and may j 
now be below the national aver­ 
age but the national figure is still 1 
“discouragingly high ” 
“In 78 of the 79 months between 
Ja n u a ry 
1956 
and 
Septem ber 
1962,’’ he says, “M ichigan’s unem ­ 
ployment rate was worse than the 
national rate. In the 80th month, 
Septem ber, 
the rates w ere the 
same, 4.9 per cent of the labor 
force. 
“In October, Michigan’s unem ­ 
ployment was only 4.4 per cent of 
the labor force as compared with 
a 4.6 per cent national average. 
P relim inary figures for Novem- I 
ber indicate a state jobless rate 1 
of 5.1 per cent and national r a t e 1 
of 5.3 per cent. 
“ This is the first tim e since I 
D ecem ber 1955 and Jan u ary 1956 ! 
that M ichigan’s rate of unem ploy­ 
m ent has been below the national 
average 
for 
two 
consecutfve 
months. 
“It is dangerous to draw con­ 
clusions on the 
basis 
of 
two 
m onth’s statistics, but this new 
relationship is certainly encour­ 
aging. and there are grounds for 
hoping that it represents the be­ 
ginning of an employment pattern 
which may persist for some time.”

NEW YORK (A P ‘—Tremendous 
Soviet Union oil reserves and rap ­ 
idly growing output pose a real 
threat in the not too distant fu­ 
ture to American oil companies. 
U.S. oilmen say that the ll per 
cent jum p in Soviet oil output in 
1962 
was 
anticipated. 
It 
is 
far 
from welcome news as the Com­ 
munist bloc continues to upset se­ 
lected m arkets—often for political 
reasons—with oil exports 
priced 
much lower than American com­ 
panies can produce theirs. 
Such exports, now around 650,- 
000 barrels a day. should reach a 
million barrels a day by 1965, oil­ 
men here say. 
Reserves Big Factor 
Already the Communists have 
captured 20 per cent of the Italian 
m arket, 18 per cent of the Swe­ 
dish, 
and 
all of Iceland's. 
And 
while 
Italy 
has 
agreed 
to 
cut 
back, 
its 
forward 
com mitm ents 
will keep the flow high for some 
time. Others m ay have the same 


' trouble reducing their imports. 
But the real threat lies in the 
huge reserves the Soviet Union 
could tap to offer a potential out­ 
put of 14 million barrels a day by 
1965. oilmen here say. 
President 
M. 
J. 
Rathbone 
of 
Jersey 
Standard 
Oil 
puts 
the 
threat this way: 
“ In the present state of Soviet 
aggression, 
they 
m ean 
to 
take 
over the world through economic 
and 
industrial 
domination. 
We 
have all been concerned greatly 
with the threats and alarm s of 
Soviet 
military 
aggression. 
The 
threat of Soviet economic aggres­ 
sion is equally deadly.” 
How do the Soviets raid a m a r­ 
ket American oil companies once 
considered 
their 
own? 
One 
oil 
executive here explains it thus: 
“ They can set any price they like 
without regard to economic rules. 
They can set the price so low that 
a free economy can’t com pete.”

They also use their oil as a m e­ 
dium of exchange, he points out. 
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They often get paid in technology 
or in equipment which they can’t 
produce. An example 
is steel pipe 
for 
the 
big oil 
lines 
they are 
building from their oil fields to 
Western Europe. The Soviets have 
had trouble turning out the right 
kind of pipe and have been buying 
it from England, Japan, West Ger­ 
many and Italy. 
The North 
Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization 
has 
grown 
alarm ed 
and is urging a halt to such sales. 
England 
has refused and oilmen 
here doubt if the Japanese will 
agree, but the G erm ans and Ital­ 
ians have promised to halt the 
buildup of the Communist bloc's 
oil export potential.
